i TWO-SWORD MEN 
OF JAPAN 


With Their Disbanding, Comparatively 


Few Years Ago, the Secret of 


Blademaking Disappeared. 


As late ns 1SCS there were some 


400,000 two-sword men in Japan, high- 
ly trained fighters attached to the 
nobles of the land in hands ranging 
from two or three, to an entire army. 
When the revolution came the work 
of the two-sword men was done, the 
nation was made into a solid unit and 
the strength of the blade carriers was 
needed at plow and bench. 


With this disbanding, an exchange 


explains, the trade of the swordmaker 
wns also lost to the vast number fol- 
lowing it, and with them, as the years 
passed, died the secrets of the war- 
rior tools.
